of the remedy ; and continued doing 


thus for a month : at the end whereof, 


I found it covered with a ſtony cruſt ; 
and having waſhed it well with water, 


to take off all the looſe parts, I dried it 


in a ſtove, ſome days longer than I had 


thus dried it before ſteeping it in the 
urine; and found it. increaſed ſix grains 
and a half in weight, The urine here

employed, was made during the firſt 
month of the courſe; and was then 
charged with much ſediment and gravel.

Tis a ſure ſign, that 
the Egg-ſhells are ſufficiently calcined, 
when they appear white in the middle of 
the crucible; for commonly towards the 
middle, and eſpecially towards the bot - 
tom, there are ſome ſmall parts, which 
do not fall to powder in the air, and ought 
to be ſeparated by the ſieve.
